FRANCO REPLY 
AS “LOGICAL” 


Rome, To-day. | 
Franco’s answer to the British 
plan questions is hailed ‘it as “logi- 
cal and concrete,” particularly his 
demand for the granting of belli- 
- gerent rights without any prelim- 
inary concessions on his part. 
“Pribuna”’ emphasises that ibelli- 
gerent, rights are a natural condi- 
tion for. the execution of the Bri- 
tish Plan and must therefore ‘pre- 
cede any action. The paper. asks 
whether it is logical of the Powers, 
on one hand to negotiate with Bur- 
-gos and to demand pledges, from 
Franco, and on the other hand to 
refuse not only to grant him rights, 
but even to recognise the fact that 
two parties are fighting? - 
*’ The grant of belligerent rights to 
Franco would place the conflict 


upon a natural basis and compel): 


the Powers to take a definite stand. 
For this reason ‘Moscow and others 
are anxious to avoid’ this step. 
According to the Paris correspon- 
dent of the “Giornale dtalia,” 
Franco's answer is much more 
favourably received in moderate 


French circles than in London po-,
